CORK’S SPARE 


The drastic curtailment in the 
electricity supply caused much. 
anxious concern yesterday to Cork 
industrialists, managers of insti 
tions and others whose duty it will 
be to devise methods of complying 
with the severe economy measures 
now necessary. 

Cinemas and other entertainment 
centres in Cork are to introduce 
shorter programmes, with  per- 
formances limited to one a day: 
even so, an occasional blank day 
appears inevitable. Cork hospitals 
will not be too severely hit, it was 
stated yesterday, because already 
drastic economies in consumption 
had been effected, but ward lighting, 
cooking and so forth will be further 
cut to ensure sufficient service for 
the X-rays and operating theatres. 

Two appeals have been made by 
Cork municipal authorities for 
economy in the consumption of 
water. The difficulty, however, is 
not so much the shortage of water 
as the shortage of. electricity. At 
its present low level, the River Lee 
can work only two of the five 
turbines, and to maintain the. daily 
supply of four and one-third million 
gallons of water, electricity, as 
always in the summer months, has 
to be used extensively. The recent 
appeals for economy in the use of 
water followed an announcement 
that electricity consumption must be. 
cut by an amount equivalent to half 
a million gallons of water per day, 
representing a cut of about 
twelve per cent. Since then the 
position has deteriorated and a fresh 
appeal is to be issued. Unless
